A CURRENCY. 

London Cor. Ch'cago Time 

How long will the United Btates be 
content to submit to a depraved cur- 
rency, kept up by congress? At this 
time clothing, sheeting, boots and shoes 
are far, very far cheaper in Europe than 
in the United States, while the qualities 
of goods are infinitely better. England 
and France are in ecstacies over bigh 
prices ruling in the states, They can 
undersell you in foreign markets,—can 
build ships while you cannot,—becaune 
congress keeps the country on a ground- 
swell of ‘prosnerity,’’ oecasioned by 
$800,000,000 or $900,000,000 of paper 
money, put afloat during the war, and 
little or none being drawn in after peace 
comes. So long as this inflation lasts 
there will be speculation, to the perma- 
nent injury of all, except perhaps inside 
operators in the New York gold room. 

One great secret of republican strength 
asa party will be found in the fact that 
no political party ever before had the 
disbursement of nearly $3,000,000,000 in 
six years. No party ever before enabled 
debtors to liquidate debts at fifty cents 
on the dollar. Nor bas any party ever 
before been so successful in making the 
people accept two-thirds of a dollar fora 
dollar, all the while thinking they are 
getting the worth of their money. This 
inflated currency will in time correct 
itself. Any day a financial explosion 
may happen, while about $304),000, 000 
is kept afloat in excess of actua) business 
wants, Mr. Morrill’s speech in ceén- 
gress on the currency is cited in Europe 
as the best speech delivered during the 
present session. Government could get 
the country sobered off by funding $3800,- 
000,000 of greenbacks. Then issue all 
the paper money banks now issue, and 
save the country $20,000,000 interest 
which banks now draw from the people 
without any good reason. There were 
very flush times caused by paper money 
inflations in 1896 and 1856; but those 
were nothing to the present. Hundreds 
of millions of capital are kept idle, 
because a will not buy bor 
build extensively this year when his ad- 
venture in twelve months, by fluctua- 
tions in the value of money, may ruin 
him. No man knows this week what 
a paper doljar will be worth the next. 
All he knows is, that, if he is in debt, 
he cau payin paper money, even if 
greenbacks be worth no more than 
ten cemts on the dollar. It is not 
the bad credit of government that 
keepa- down the value of greenbacks, 
It is the enormous amount of them kept
